Suddenly, Zbyszko became a little less talkative and a 
little more guarded. ‘‘What do you want to know?” he 
asked, clearly concerned about questions I might have 
regarding Saito’s recent incarceration. 

Yes, Saito had just completed his jail term, a debt to 
society incurred when he and Ken Patera became involved 
in a scuffle with Waukesha, Wisconsin, police in the 
summer of 1985, and sentenced to two years in prison in 
June of that year. Saito was recently released and has 
returned to the AWA. Under the guidance of Zbyszko, he 
is teaming with Super Ninja in tag matches throughout 
the AWA. 

**Just tell me about Saito,’’ I encouraged, ‘‘his attitude, 
especially. How’s it been for him since coming back to 
the AWA? 

Zbyszko smiled the kind of smile that told me there 
was a lot that he could have said, but that he was just 
going to say what he wanted to say, and that’s that. 

“Mr. Saito is bitter, he’s angry, and he’s got a lot of 
pent-up frustrations in his soul that he’s ready to unleash 
against an unwitting AWA,” Zbyszko said. “‘Sure he was 
in jail, but that’s all behind him now.

And if there were any doubts, they 
were squelched on a recent segment of 
“Piper's Pit.” Hogan came on with 
host Roddy Piper, and Jesse Ven- 
tura shocked everybody when he 
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brought on Andre the Giant with 
Bobby “The Brain” Heenan. The 
look on the faces of Piper and Hogan 
was priceless, but the best was yet to 
come. 

Heenan said that Andre was given a 
“crummy trophy’’ for being undefeated 


and that Hogan is always trying to steal 


the spotlight. Heenan then announced 
that Andre wants a shot at the title and 
he will represent the 7’5’’ 22-year vet- 
eran. Hogan, who idolizes Andre, 
begged his hero not to go with 
Heenan. Andre responded by ripping 
off Hogan’s Hulkamania shirt and 


walked off the set. Hulk, whose chest 
was cut when Andre grabbed his cross, 
was near tears and said that he 
couldn't believe what was going on. 

The following week it was just Ho- 
gan and Piper on ‘‘Piper’s Pit,’’ and 
Rowdy Roddy finally asked the champ 
the big question: ‘Will you give Andre 
the Giant a title shot?’’ Hogan said 
that he would.

On the same card, Jimmy Snuka 
lost a coal miner’s glove match to 
archrival Col. DeBeers. Snuka threw 
DeBeers out of the ring and took the 
glove off the top of the pole. He was 


about to use it on the South African 
when Boris Zukhov _ interfered. 
Snuka knocked him out with the glove, 
but DeBeers had a surprise of his own. 
He climbed back into the ring, took 
another glove out of his trunks, and 
slugged Snuka. 

The NWA has announced the top 10 
seedings for the second annual $1 mil- 
lion Jim Crockett Sr: Memorial Tag 
Team tournament to be held this year 
on consecutive days, April 9 and 10, 
at the Baltimore Arena (formerly known 
as the Baltimore Civic Center). With

Scott Hall is in Florida and has al- 


ready targeted Florida champion Bad 
News Allen and Southern champion 
Kevin Sullivan ... The Saturday 
Night's Main Event aired on January 3 
drew the largest rating of any show in 
that time period since March 1981—a 
10.8 rating and a 29 share. 

Hacksaw Duggan has left the 
UWF, so the tag team belts still offi- 
cially held by Duggan and Terry Tay- 
for will be put up for grabs in a tour- 
nament scheduled for February 7 in 
Fort Worth, Texas. These are the first- 
round matchups: Steve Williams and 
Ted DiBiase vs. Bill Irwin and Eli 
The Eliminator; Iceman Parsons 
and Chris Adams \s.

J UDGING FROM THE antics of 
the last several weeks, it ap- 
pears, barring celebrity interven- 
tion, that Andre the Giant will face 
Hulk Hogan in the main event of 
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WrestleMania Ill on March 29. 
The good news is that after two 
decades of hype and hyperbole, 
Andre the Giant—allegedly unde- 
feated, certainly overrated—uwill fi- 
nally get his title shot.

This should also unmask, so to 
speak, the shroud of mystery sur- 
rounding Andre’s’superhuman ca- 
pabilities. Wrestling fans expect- 
ing to see a replay of the vicious,

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HE HYPOCRISY OFTEN dis- 
played by professional jour- 
nalists, editors in particular, is 
most clearly stated in the opening 
paragraph of a sidebar in this 
month’s issue of The Wrestler un- 
der the headline “Hogan vs. An- 
dre: An Oddsmaker’s 
Predictions.” 
The paragraph reads: ‘Odds 


are not intended to be the basis 


of any gambling activity, but sim- 
ply a starting point for informed 
discussion among fans.” Right. 
Let’s get one thing straight before 
we go on: Odds are very much 
intended to be the basis of gam- 
bling activity and gambling activity 
is the basis of almost every major 
sport. 

Football, basketball, and base- 
ball would not be so popular if not 
for gambling. The governing bod- 
ies of each of these sports should 
be located in Las Vegas, Nevada. 
Some might say that they already 
are. Wrestling, of course, is not a 
heavy betting sport, but according 
to a bookie friend in New York, 
the upcoming Andre the Giant vs. 
Hulk Hogan WWF World title 
match might be the sports betting 
event of the year. 

This, by any account, is a 
matchup of two wrestling super- 
stars. Hulk Hogan, the incredibly 
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Andre the Giant covets Hulk Hogan’s WWF 
World title belt. After 22 years in the sport, 
Andre is finally getting a shot at the title. 
Assistant Editor Dave Rosenbaum sets odds 
for the upcoming match. 

popular champion, is now in his 
fourth year as WWF World title- 
holder and has methodically dis- 


posed of all competition. Paul 


Orndorff, Hercules Hernandez, 
Randy Savage, Kamala, and oth- 
ers, have all discovered that they 
are no match for this physically 
awesome specimen. 


Andre the Giant, a 22-year vet- 
eran of the sport, has never lost 
by pinfall but still has never been 
granted a shot at the WWF World 
title. He’s getting old and worn 
down physically (he grimaced as 
he bent over to pick the belt up 
off the mat at a recent Madison 
Square Garden show), but at 7’5” 
and almost 500 pounds, Andre is 
an incredible sight and still impos- 
sible to pin. Almost seven years 
ago, Andre pinned Hogan at 
Shea Stadium. 

Admar Harrar, the oddsmaker 
commissioned by The Wrestler, 
sets the odds for this match at 5-2 
in favor of Hogan, and notes that 
“Andre has slowed considerably, 
gained weight, and suffered sev- 
eral injuries” while Hogan ‘has 
grown stronger, gained muscle 
definition, and has the added con- 
fidence of the WWF title behind 
him.” 

But oddsmakers tend to be a 
rather unemotional bunch and 
Harrar has failed to take into ac- 
count several intangibles. The first 
is that Hulk can’t pin Andre. Ho- 
gan might be strong, but he'll 
never get Andre on the mat for a 
three-count. The second factor is 
Andre’s great motivation. He’s 
mad, and rightfully feels that he 
has been denied title shots. Andre 
is ready to take his anger out on 
Hogan, and | wouldn’t want to be 
in Hulk’s boots. 

So, this match must be ap- 
proached from a number of differ- 
ent angles, especially since the fi- 
nal contract hadn’t been drawn

In case you didn’t know (and by now, 
everybody should), the Can-Am Connection is for- 
mer AWA World champion Rick Martel and former 
Pacific Northwest heavyweight champ Tom Zenk.

And the 16-year-old bleached blonde, fully made-up 
girl sitting next to me (what are the young kids 
doing to themselves these days?) said that they’re 
‘absolutely gorgeous.’’ Well, I don’t know much 
about ‘‘gorgeous’”’ men, and I’m not sure that looks 
should be the credentials to make it in this business, 
but apparently that’s the way it is. Anyway, Martel 
and Zenk are pretty talented wrestlers, and they've 
managed to keep their bodies in excellent shape. 
These guys are obviously dedicated to their craft 
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because their array of maneuvers is very impressive. 
The crowd at the Garden this night was pretty hot, 
and they were hottest for Hulk Hogan and the Can- 
Ams. I ran into Associate Editor Craig Peters during 
the intermission and he told me that these guys are 
going to be McMahon’s Rock ’n’ Roll Express. I 
agree, but they might be even better because they’re 
more talented. And this girl sitting next to me, who 
by the way seems to have seen every wrestler in the 
country, said that they’re better looking than the 
Rock ’n’ Rolls. By the way, the crowd had the nerve 
to boo Andre the Giant and I’d say more about 
that, but it might take a whole column. I also. saw 
Assistant Editors Dave Rosenbaum and Eddie Ellner 
at the Garden and I know that they’re going to be 
discussing the Andre-Hogan situation in their 
columns. 


ATLANTA, GA: The big news down here is that 
Lex Luger, who just came to the World Champion- 
ship area, wants to join The Four Horsemen, and I 
don’t see what the big commotion is all about. First 
of all, Luger is old enough to make his own deci- 
sions, and second of all, he’ll have plenty of chances 
to learn from his mistakes. The man is young, he’s a 
baby, and he’s only been in the sport for a little over 
a year. Besides, I think it’s downright offensive 
when a guy like Barry Windham, who has signed 
with countless federations, only to leave them in the 
dust, has the nerve to give Luger career guidance. 
Windham fails to realize that Luger was a rule- 
breaker when he first came into wrestling and did 
very well as one. He became Southern champion as 
a rulebreaker. Now, I’m not saying that Luger 
shouldn’t be going after the NWA World title, but 
the way things look now, Windham is going to win 
the belt from Flair, and then Luger can have all the 
title shots he wants. Give the guy a break, Wind- 
ham, and worry about your own career. And be- 
sides, during my years covering this beat, I’ve no- 


ipomied more miles covering wrestling than any other 
nalist.

ticed that most wrestlers don’t look out for the good 
of their peers. Windham doesn’t want Luger to join 
the Horsemen, because that would give Windham 
more problems. Windham, of course, already knows 
what it’s like to be in opposition to Lex Luger. 


LOS ANGELES, CA: Yeah, I was here for the 
INTV convention for independent television and the 
only person who knew it was Bill Apter. While 
Peters was out doing the town with former Assistant 
Editor Joe Bua, Bill and I were getting down to 
some serious wrestling talk in the hotel bar. Now 
Apter is a good man, although he doesn’t drink, 
which is something I just don’t understand. There 
are three ways I judge a journalist: how fair he is, 
how many miles he’s logged, and how well he 
drinks. Apter’s pretty fair and he’s logged a few 
hundred thousand miles in his day, but the man just 
doesn’t drink. Then I asked him if he wanted to 
meet for breakfast the next day and he told me he 
doesn’t eat breakfast. I’ll tell you one thing, he sure 
does use the phone a lot. Anyway, we had a few 
hours to talk about the sport and one thing we both 
agreed on was how much things have changed. I’ve 
been around much longer than Apter, so I would 
notice the difference, but even Bill, who’s still a 
rookie by my standards, says that the sport has 
totally changed. Fifteen years ago, a guy like Hogan 


would never have gone over at Madison Square 
Garden the way he has today. People wonder why 
Hogan didn’t make it real big in the AWA, and the 
reason is simple. The environment wasn’t right, al- 
though Hogan kind of made his own environment. 
McMahon changed everything, that’s for sure, and 
I’m not sure I like it or not. Bill says he liked it 
better the way things were, and so do I. But then 
again, we’re all creatures of habit. And then again, 
maybe things haven’t changed. Maybe we have. 


ST. PAUL, MN: Here’s one place where things 
haven’t changed at all. In the ol’ American Wres- 
tling Association, where things are just the way they 
were 10, 15, even 20 years ago. Even the World 
champion, Nick Bockwinkel, is the same guy who 
was World champion 13 years ago, although there

on to defeat Ray Stevens in San Fran- 
cisco to capture the U.S. champion- 
ship (“Me and Ray, we had a helluva 
feud”)... Also captured the Americas 
tag belts with partners Pat Patterson 
and Pepper Gomez as partners (“I 
wrestled alongside some great men, I'll 
say that, and I’m proud of that 
record”) ... Toured the South Pacific, 
Japan, and returned to the U.S. in the 
mid-’70s where he settled in the Flori- 
da area (“4 had a brutal feud there 
with Ivan Koloff’) ...

“KEEP AWAY FROM 


HEN WORD FIRST came 
down that Lex Luger was 
coming to the World Championship 
area, Barry Windham was thrilled. 
“The only reservation Barry had 
about coming to World Champion- 
ship was leaving behind his brother 
Kendall and his best friend Lex,’’ 
said NWA promoter Jim Crockett. 
“It was a big relief for him when 
he heard that we signed Luger.” 
But Windham’s happiness was 
quickly squelched. On January 16, 
Luger flew into Atlanta for the next 


day's taping of World Champion- 
ship Wrestling. ‘‘| knew he was in 
town, but he never called,’’ Wind- 
ham said. ‘‘Right then | should 
have known something was wrong. 
That wasn’t like Lex.’ 

On the morning of the television 
taping, Luger passed Windham in 
the hallway on the way to the 
dressing room. ‘‘! said, ‘What's up, 
Lex?’ and he just stared straight 
ahead and kept on walking,’ Wind- 
ham recalls. ‘‘l figured that he was 
nervous, you know with coming to a

new area and all, and didn’t see 
me. But that’s not like Lex, either. 
He’s always so alert.”’ 

A few hours later, Windham 
would find out the reasons behind 
Luger’s strange behavior. Moments 
after Luger was introduced by an- 
nouncers David Crockett and Tony 
Schiavone, the former Southern 
champion and Pro Wrestling Illus- 
trated 1986 Rookie of the Year an- 
nounced his desire to join The Four 
Horsemen. ‘I’m here for the mon- 
ey and that’s where the money is,”’ 


Luger told a national audience. Lat- 
er, a stunned Windham came on, 
told Luger that he was making a 
mistake, and stormed off the set. 
It was, indeed, an incredible de- 
velopment, especially since every- 
body had assumed that Luger had 
come to the World Championship 
area to go after NWA World cham- 
pion Ric Flair, ‘whom he had nearly 
beaten during his rookie year in 
Florida. ‘‘That was the whole plan 
all along,’’ said Windham. ‘‘We

Williams. The task of squaring 
off opposite some 275-pound lineman 
on a football field is nothing compared 
to what “Dr. Death’’ faces now. Not 
too long ago, Hacksaw Jim Duggan 
announced that he was leaving the 
Universal Wrestling Federation. And 
when Duggan made that announce- 
ment, the weight of the UWF fell on 
Williams’ shoulders. 

So now Williams is in a thoroughly 
foreign position. The 265-pound native 
of Tulsa, Oklahoma, has never asked 
for the cheers of the fans, never asked 
for national attention, never asked for 
the fate of a federation to be put in his 
hands. Williams is a worker. That’s his 
appeal. He gets in the ring, does his 
job, and leaves. The fans are a bonus, 
but there are two main things on Wil- 
liams’ list of priorities: championship 
belts and cash. 

Williams, who recently defeated One 
Man Gang to win the $50,000 
PWI/UWF Challenge Cup Tourna- 
ment, has his sights clearly set on 
Gang’s UWF heavyweight title. It’s not 
going to be easy. Gang has become a 
better wrestler since winning the title 
and actually has been helped, not hurt, 
by the antics of manager Gen. 
Skandor Akbar. 
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Assistant Editor Dave Rosenbaum 
flew to Ft, Worth, Texas, to speak 
with Williams.

there’s any doubt that they’re the best 
tag team in the AWA, probably by 
far, and because of this, they should 
have won the World championship a 
long time ago. That’s what concerns 
me, their inability to win the big one 
and beat Rose and Somers when it 
really counts. You gotta wonder. 
“Now look at this,’ Gagne contin- 
ued, starting to get more comfortable 
with what he was saying. “May 17, 
1986. That’s the night Buddy Rose and 


Doug Somers won the belts from Scott 
Hall and Curt Hennig in Hammond, 
Indiana. Now, I don’t think anybody 
thought that Rose and Somers would 
last more than a few weeks with the 
belts. 

“By that time, the Rockers weren’t 
considered main contenders because 
they had just come onto the scene. But 
they established themselves pretty 
quickly and I think that if they don’t 
win the belts real soon, people are

gonna lose some respect for them.” 

And so, after less than a year as a 
tag team, it has come down to this for 
Marty Jannetty and Shawn Michaels, 
The Midnight Rockers: Beat Rose and 
Somers for the World tag team belts 
or get out of the AWA. 

Expectations can be the toughest ob- 
stacle for a young tag team to over- 
come. When Michaels and Jannetty 
first joined forces and became The 
Midnight Rockers, they were roundly 
criticized by the wrestling community. 
The name—and their style—was con- 
sidered a cheap imitation of The Rock 
’n’? Roll Express and The Midnight 
Express. 

It was quickly established, however, 
that the Rockers are a unique tag 
team. Their ‘‘rocker suplex’”? was just 
one of the many fabulous moves that

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set them apart from their NWA coun- 
terparts. Their youthful enthusiasm 


and dedication to the sport spawned a ~ 


legion of loyal fans. The Midnight 
Rockers injected a dose of excitement 
into the AWA. 

But soon, expectations turned into 
demands and The Midnight Rockers 
became victims of their own press clip- 
pings. The more the fans came to hate 
Rose and Somers, the more they want- 
ed to see.the belts around the waists of 
Jannetty and Michaels. The fans would 
accept a championship and nothing 
else. Presently, The Midnight Rockers 
are ranked ahead of Rose and Somers 
in Inside Wrestling’s Top 15 (see’page 
32), but that won’t help them win the 
championship. 

The fans had their appetities further 
whetted in August, when Jannetty 
pinned Somers in St. Paul, Minnesota, 
and it appeared that the Rockers had 
won the belts. But the decision was 
reversed when it was ruled that Rose 
was the man who was legally supposed 


to be in the ring. The belts were re- 
turned to Rose and Somers. 

Still, the Rockers proved on that 
night that they could beat Rose and 
Somers. Certainly, if they did it once, 
they could do it again. But they 
couldn’t. The Rockers won most of 
the return matches over the following 
months, but always by disqualification. 
Sometimes Rose and Somers would get 
themselves disqualified. Other times, 
manager Sherri Martel would do it for 
them. Some matches ended in double- 
disqualifications. The Midnight Rock- 
ers were never pinned, but they were 
no closer to the title. 

Then, on Christmas night in St. 
Paul, Jannetty and Michaels took a big 
step toward the title. In a non-title steel 
cage match, Jannetty pinned Somers to 
earn another series of shots at the belt. 
It was an outstanding match and a 
clear-cut victory. From almost any 
standpoint, time was running out on 
Rose and Somers’ title reign. 

But time seems to be running out on 
the Rockers as well. “‘They just can’t 
catch up to us so maybe they should 
just give up,”’ suggested Somers. ‘‘You 
know, these guys have had tons of title 
matches and they still haven’t won. 
They never will. There comes a time 
when you just gotta give up and face 
the facts.” 

For once, Somers might be right. 

“Tt just seems like we’re knocking at 
the door all the time and just can’t 
bust through,”’ said Michaels. ‘‘First of 
all, these guys are always getting them- 
selves disqualified, but we should be 
able to stop that. It’s very frustrating, 
that’s all I can tell you, but we have 
this message for our fans. We’re not 
gonna give up. We’re gonna get those 
belts.”’ 

This time, it’s now or never. The 
Midnight Rockers have had enough 
chances. So far, they’ve been fortunate 
that the AWA lacks tag teams. Other- 
wise, they would have never received 
so many title shots. But the fans’ pa- 
tience is running low. The matchmak- 
ers’ patience is running low. 

It’s put up or shut up time. Do it 
now, or get out! That’s the challenge 
facing The Midnight Rockers. O

HERE’S NO QUESTION that 
1986 was a bad year for two of 
the sport’s biggest stars. 

On June 4, Kerry Von Erich was 
driving his motorcycle in Argyle, Tex- 
as. He pulled out of his lane to pass a 
van and did not see the police car that 
was stopped in front of the van to 
make a left turn. His motorcycle 
pulled in to complete the pass and 
skidded into the rear of the car. 

Kerry suffered a compound fracture 
of his right ankle, a dislocated right 
hip, and lacerations to his right knee. 
He underwent 20 hours of surgery in 
three days. His condition has been im- 
proving and, as of press time, he was 
scheduled to return to the ring in early 
February. 

On October 14, Magnum T.A. lost 
control of the Porsche 911 he was 
driving and crashed into a utility pole 
in Charlotte, North Carolina. His fifth 
vertebra shattered in the collision, 
sending bone fragments into his spinal 
cord. Extensive surgery was required to 
save his life, including bone grafts 
from his hip to replace his vertebra. 

T.A. has been undergoing extensive 
physical therapy since the accident. 
While it was once feared that Magnum 
would never walk again, doctors are 
now speaking about T.A. walking 
again not in terms of “‘if,” but rather 
“‘when.”’ A return to the ring remains 
highly questionable.

I'd 
hate to have this great match 
ruined by a losing bet, and I’d 
much rather watch from an objec- 
tive standpoint. Personally, | feel 
there is a good chance for a dou- 
ble-countout, but | would never 
bet that way. If | were to bet, I’d 
go with Andre. He has 22 years 
of experience behind him and a 
great will to win. That means 
quite a bit in the emotional world 
of professional wrestling. 

Speaking of emotion, | sat 
shocked in Madison Square Gar- 
den on Monday evening, January 
19, 1987, and listened to over 


22,000 fans unmercifully, disre- 
spectfully, and rather stupidly boo 
the great Andre the Giant. 

Here is a man who has given 
the fans and the sport almost a 
quarter century of unselfish ser- 
vice and incredible dedication. For 
the past 22 years, Andre has 
done everything in his power to 
promote the sport to fans around 
the world. Soccer had Pele. Base- 
ball had Willie Mays. Hockey has 
Wayne Gretzky. Basketball had 
Wilt Chamberlain. Wrestling has 
Bruno Sammartino and Andre the 
Giant. 

And after 22 years of service 
and no pinfalls, all Andre is ask- 
ing for is a shot at the World title. 
Is there something so_ terribly 
wrong with that? Can any thinking 
wrestling fan really say that he 
doesn’t deserve it? Was it possi- 
ble to look at Andre’s face, as he 
lovingly held the belt on that night 
in the Garden, and not feel some- 
thing inside? 

As Andre looked longingly at 
the belt, | turned to Craig Peters 
and said, “That’s really sad,” 
Craig agreed. And | thought the 
way Hogan begged Andre to give 
back the belt was rather pitiful. 
Conduct unbecoming a champi- 
on. Let it be said that Hulk Hogan 
is a showboat. The man is totally 
full of himself. He soaks in the 
cheers of the fans, a celebration 
of himself, while all the while esti- 
mating his paycheck for the eve- 
ning. He cares about one thing. 
Bucks. 

The Hulkamaniac is an egoma- 
niac. Andre only asks his due. 
The fans who booed Andre 
should be ashamed of them- 
selves. They were booing a leg- 
end, a wrestling god. 

In this upcoming epic, the peo- 
ple who really care about wres- 
tling will be rooting for Andre the 
Giant. It’s the right thing to do. 
Think about it. O

his back, Andre will be in major 
trouble.” 

Peter King: ‘Hogan, easy. An- 
dre is past his prime. He has suf- 
fered many injuries over the past 
years and has put on a lot of 
weight. Believe me, WWF officials 
remember back six years when 
Andre pinned Hogan. By now, 
though, they see Andre as a safe 
enough opponent for Hogan to 
wrestle.” 

Andy Rodriguez: “Hulk Ho- 
gan. Their strength is roughly 
equal, so the deciding factor will 
be Hogan’s speed. It’s an advan- 
tage he rarely has, and | think 
he’s going to train much different- 
ly for this match to be able to take 
advantage of it.” 

Dave Rosenbaum: ‘‘Double- 
DQ. By the time all the hype for 
this match is done with, these 
guys are going to be so anxious 
to get at each other, | think 
they're going to be completely out 
of control. The action will spill out 
of the ring, and both men will be 
counted out.” 

Mike Steinke: ‘‘! pick Andre. 
It's not a coincidence that this 
man is undefeated. He’s the best 
there ever was, and until he is 
beaten in the ring nobody can tell 
me differently. This match will 
give Andre the recognition he de- 
serves—not as a freak attraction, 
but as a superb athlete and 
wrestler.” 

Jeff Ryan: ‘Hogan. Andre 
hasn't faced the level of competi- 
tion Hogan has over the past few 
years, particularly in singles 
matches. His undefeated record is 
irrelevant. What matters is the 
preparedness of the two men 
when they step into that ring in 
March. Hogan is primed for 
combat.” 

Rich Countis: “Hogan, no con- 
test. Just look at their bodies. Ho- 
gan is younger, faster, and far 
better conditioned. Don’t go out

for a beer; this one could be over 
quickly.” 

Eddie Ellner: “Hogan will win, 
as much as | hate to admit tt. 
Andre can train seriously for a 
year and would still be too over- 
weight to give Hogan a match. 
Hogan is just as strong as Andre, 
and regardless of how much the 
fans cheer him, The Hulkster can 
break rules with the best of 
them.” 

Matt Brock: “Today, | have to 
go with Hogan. But in his prime, 
Andre was an incredible wrestler. 
He was 7’5”, but he was under 
400 pounds, and he could move 
like a cat. The Washington Red- 
skins recognized his athletic ability 
and offered him a tryout. | would 
have loved to see these two wres- 
tle back then. But too much time 
has passed. Andre is not the man 
he once was. And Hogan must 
have sensed this match coming, 
because, in recent months, he 
has wrestled bigger and bigger 
challengers. Hogan is ready to- 
day; Andre was ready 10 years 
ago.” 

Liz Hunter: ‘Hogan is going to 
win, which is, in a way, very sad. 
It would have been nice to see 
Andre go out undefeated. Then 
again, if he didn’t force this 
match, he probably would have 
gone through life wondering if he 
could have beaten Hogan. In my 
heart, I’m hoping for a draw, with 


no rematch, but realistically, Ho- 
gan is going to win.” 

Stu Saks: Finally, | get to say 
something. | feel the WWF is go- 
ing to be very sorry it ever made 
this match. It's undoubtedly going 
to be a box-office smash, a wres- 
tling superfight to go along with 
boxing’s Hagler-Leonard show- 
down. And the money this match 
brings in will soften the blow of 
losing Hogan as champion. Yes, | 
strongly believe that Andre is go- 
ing to pull off the upset of the 
century and take the belt. All the 
frustration that Andre has endured 
in his life is going to manifest it- 
self into one violent outburst that 
is going to net him the title. No- 
body | know has suffered more 
frustration than Andre. And being 
denied title shots is just a small 
part of it. Being 75”, he’s never 
been allowed to lead a normal ex- 
istence. Once he said that he en- 
joyed his life as a wrestling star, 
but that he would trade it all in to 
just be 6’5” or 5’5”. He can’t buy 
normal clothes, he can't sleep in 
normal beds, he can’t fit into a 
seat at the movies. Now that he is 
near the end of his brilliant career, 
he feels unfulfilled. And on March 
29 he’s going to explode. Ho- 
gan’s facing more than another 
challenger; he’s facing a lifetime 
of anger and. a career of being 
denied a chance to be the best 
he is capable of being. Oo

spine-tingling wars these two en- 
gaged in a half-decade ago will 
be bitterly disappointed. Since 


-their last encounters, both men 


have gone in different directions: 
Hogan, to the top of his profes- 
sion; Andre, to one step shy of 
Ringling Bros. Barnum & Bailey. 

Fifteen years ago Andre the Gi- 
ant, a.k.a. Jean Ferre, a.k.a. Andre 
Roussimoff, a.k.a. Holy %$¢&, 
Lookit That Guy!, was the most 
imposing specimen in professional 
sport. His physical and _ athletic 
tools had a resonance all their 
own. Sheer size and strength pre- 
dicted the outcome of 90 percent 
of his matches. Next to Andre, a 
6’5", 250-pound wrestler was a 
mere child in the ring. Eventually, 
Andre took to wrestling two or 
three of these “children” at 
once—and winning. 

The promotional utility of the Gi- 
ant was obvious and he was duly 
exploited by promoters around the 
world. Except Andre was not only 
big. This Giant was agile, he was 
toned—some found him even 
handsome. A_ seven-and-a-half- 
foot tall sex symbol who could 
also wrestle ... why not Federal 
Express every championship belt 
to him immediately? Why» go 
through the formality of wrestling? 

Remarkably, there were chal- 
lengers. Ernie Ladd and Don Leo 
Jonathan humbled Mr. Giant on 
several occasions, bloodying him, 
stomping him, teaching him that 


there were other giants with 
whom he must share the 
spotlight. 


But because he was good and 
signed autographs and appealed 
to the fans, Andre was protected. 
Suddenly, despite several brutal 
pastings, a legend evolved around 
his huge, sloping shoulders 
Andre was undefeated. 

Of course, a claim of that na- 
ture could never be verified—or 


disputed. Those contending to 
have beaten Andre were dis- 
missed as outrageous. Beat An- 
dre? Look at the man! How could 
anyone ever beat him? And the 
fans, as all fans do for their he- 
roes, believed. 

It is ironic that in the end Andre 
has been betrayed by the very 
physiology that made him famous. 
His frame, once dubbed the 
“ninth wonder of the world,”’ has 
caved in. Flesh he once metabo- 
lized into muscle now hangs from 
his body like jowels from a bull- 
dog. He has become fat. His 
stomach is bulged and rounded, 
his legs shake like Jello; even his 
ears have gained weight. 

Yet his legend has not only 
continued, it has been augment- 
ed. Andre captures WrestleMania 
2 battle royal ... Andre body- 
slams John Studd ... Andre de- 
feats Orndorff. Each victory is 
tainted by outside interference be- 
cause Andre, after more than five 
minutes in the ring, has become a 
class A-1 coronary risk. To protect 
their goldmine, promoters have 
made certain the Giant was 
looked after. 

In that sense, his upcoming 
match against Hogan will be 
quick. Neither man has the stami- 
na to last longer than 10 minutes. 
Hogan will defeat Andre. If he 
wasn’t so blinded by the legend, | 
dare say Hogan would destroy 
Andre. But no one, not even a 
stumbling clod like Hogan, likes to 
see legends shattered. Just ask 
Larry Holmes about Muhammad 
Ali. 

The victory over the indomitable 
Giant will catapult Hogan into the 
pantheon of legend himself, if he 
isn’t already there. That is a 
shame. In a perfect world, Hogan 
would be a semifinal grappler; An- 
dre would remain an attraction pri- 
marily for children. Yet soon, they 
will battle for a world title in what 
will no doubt be one of the largest 
grossing shows of all time.

money to the WWF and he need- 
ed a clean bill of health to return, 
so they just gave him one. Look 
at the Dynamite Kid situation. 
That man had no business being 
anywhere near a wrestling ring 
[when The British Bulldogs lost 
the WWF World tag team belts to 
The Hart Foundation]. 

‘Steamboat is stepping into the 
ring against one of the most ruth- 
less men in professional wrestling, 
the very man that injured him so 
badly in the first place,” Eady 
continued. “‘I just don’t see how 
he can risk his career for the sake 
of a feud. Bonnie [Steamboat’s 
wife] should try to keep her hus- 
band out of the ring.” 

Bonnie. Steamboat will admit 
privately that she is concerned 
about her husband’s health. In 
fact, after publicly calling for re- 
venge immediately after her hus- 
band was injured by Savage, she 
reportedly told a_ high-ranking 
WWF official recently that Rick is 
in great pain when he comes 
home from his matches these 
days, and then practically begged 
this offical to make Steamboat 
stop wrestling. Even Bonnie 
Steamboat can’t control her hus- 
band. Rick Steamboat is dead set 
on revenge. 

Bonnie has been living her own 
private horror over the past year. 


First, she sat in shock as Jake 
Roberts wrapped his huge boa 
constrictor around her husband’s 
prone body. It was a shocking in- 
cident that nauseated even the 
most hardened wrestling observ- 
er. Then, Roberts took the 
snake’s head and stuck it in 
Steamboat’s mouth. Fans were 
seen headed for the bathroom at 
a record pace. 

That feud never reached a con- 
clusion. The two wrestlers were 
too well-matched, and Roberts 
was just too ruthless. Then came 
the Savage incident in Bingham- 
ton, New York, when The Macho 
Man culminated a brutal attack by 
grabbing the ring bell and diving 
off the top rope directly into 
Steamboat’s neck. 

Certainly, no wife should be wit- 
ness to such horror. Friends have 
tried to keep Bonnie from attend- 
ing her husband’s matches, but 
she refuses to listen to them. ‘'It's 
almost as if she wants to be there 
if tragedy strikes,” said a close 
friend who requested that her 
name not be revealed. “If her 
husband is going to be seriously 
injured, she wants to be there 
with him. | just hope it doesn’t 
happen that way.” 

Steamboat gained some mea- 
sure of revenge during a match 
between Savage and George 
Steele on Saturday Night's Main 
Event. Steamboat twice ran out of 
the dressing room and chased 
Savage from the ring. Steamboat, 
however, never got a hand on 
Savage and therefore walked 
away knowing that he had only 
taken one small step. 

Steamboat was uncharacteristi- 
cally reckless in subsequent meet- 
ings with Savage. He brought a 
chair to the ring for a match in 
Hershey, Pennsylvania, used it on 
The Macho Man, and got disquali-

During his early months in the sport, Luger 
feuded with Windham. With their friendship 
strained by Luger’s new attitude, the two 
could be on a collision course. 


berjack match. Each time Flair or 
Windham fell out of the ring, they 
were thrown back in. 

Windham was in complete con- 
trol, but Flair, ever the champion, 
kept finding ways to fight back. Fi- 
nally, Windham mounted a torrid 
attack that culminated with Flair’s 
shoulders flat on the mat. But just 
as the referee was about to give the 
three-count, the Horsemen ran in 
and a wild brawl ensued among all 
eight wrestlers. Windham was de- 
clared the winner by disqualifica- 
tion, but he still didn’t have the 
belt. 

‘| proved right there that | could 
beat Flair,’’ said Windham. ‘He 
knew it and he’s probably gonna 
think twice before he gets back in 
the ring with me. I’m not gonna be 
a challenger for long. |’m gonna be 
champion.” 

Though Windham currently holds 
the U.S. tag team title with Ronnie 
Garvin and wouldn’t be able to 
team with Luger, he feels that to- 
gether, he and Lex could make life 
very uncomfortable for Flair. ‘Just 
imagine,’ says Windham. ‘‘Me one 
night, Lex the next, then me again 
the night after, then Lex again. 
How long do you think Flair would 
keep that belt? A week? Maybe 


two? He wouldn't stand a chance.”’ 

Instead, Windham finds himself 
in a position in which he'll be lucky 
to stay in one piece, much less 
beat Flair for the title. ‘We have 
every intention of immobilizing Mr. 
Windham,’’ said manager J.J. Dil- 
lon. “‘If he’s going to get to Ric 
Flair, he’s gonna have to get 
through The Four Horsemen first 
and that’s just not going to hap- 
pen. It’s a simple question of 
mathematics. Four Horsemen. One 
Windham.” 

And maybe even Lex Luger. 
“Mr. Luger would be a fine addi- 
tion to the Horsemen, but right 
now |’m looking at the pros and 
cons of the situation,’ said Dillon. 
“The Four Horsemen have been so 
successful for so long, |’d hate to 
tamper with such a great combina- 
tion. However, Mr. Luger is an ex- 
ceptional athlete and could make 
the Horsemen the single greatest 
force in wrestling history.’’ 

This is not the first time that 
Luger and Windham have been at 
odds. Luger was a feared rulebreak- 
er during his early days in Florida 
and was at war with both Windham 
brothers. Eventually, though, Luger 
changed his ways and formed an 
outstanding tag team with Barry. 
Their friendship blossomed, and of- 
ten they would sit around and dis- 
cuss ways to defeat Flair. 

They could have been an awe- 
some twosome in the World Cham- 
pionship area. 

“It’s almost like Lex has forgot- 
ten everything, and to tell you the 
truth | don’t see how being with 
the Horsemen is gonna get him any 
money,’’ says Windham. ‘‘All the 
money and the glory is in being 
champion. That's what it’s all 
about. Lex is making a big mistake. 
His whole career is at stake.’’ 

That's a decision Luger will have 
to make. But if Luger and Wind- 
ham square off in the ring, whose 
career is it going to be?
